WESTERN PACIFIC AND SANTA FE REROUTINGS URGED 

The rerouting of the Western Pacific around Sacramento 
was raised as an issue in Sacramento municipal elections with 
one candidate proposing that the WP be placed on the B street 
levee according to a clipping recieved from Larry Harrison, 

The City of Fresno is threatening to bar further use of 
Q street to the Santa Fe in a move to speed consolidation of 
the SP and Santa Fe tracks through Fresno, The clipping 
furnished by Stanley Snook explains that the Santa Fe's 
franchise on Q street expired in February, 1946, and was not 
renewed in view of the city's intentions to proceed with the 
consolidation plan which originated in Fresno in 1928, 


PACIFIC GREAT EASTERN EXTENTION PLANNED 
Determination to extend the provincially-owned Pacific 
Great Eastern Railway into the Peace River Region of British 
Columbia was disclosed October 17th by Premier John Hart.

On November 5th, the M&ET’s new 70-ton GE-Alco diesel was put in service. The 
locomotive is numbered 600 (for the horsepower it represents), and is painted a 
bright maroon and yellow. M&ET 6, 4-6-0 has been vacated with salvagable parts 


removed, preparatory to future scrapping. M&ET 8, 2-4-4T will get new flues, boiler 
jacket, etc.

Newton held the position 
of Operating Vice President of the Market Street Railway just 
prior to the consolidation with the city-owned system.

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NEW KEY FRANCHISE IN OAKLAND 

The Key System reached a new agreement with the City of 
Oakland whereby it will pay the city $45,000 per year for its 
franchise for the next five years and $90,000 per year there- 
after. The franchise will extend 25 years, with an eval- 
uation period slated at the end gf 15 years to determine the 
company's fulfillment. The compariy will establish a progress- 
ive system of track removal and street rehabilitation during 
its program of replacing street cars with busses. - MCA 


LOS ANGELES GROUP TO SEEK RAPID TRANSIT DISTRICT 

Creation of a rapid transit district, governed by a 
special authority to give Los Angeles City and County the most 
modern rapid transit system possible, will be urged at the 
next session of the State Legislature by the city-wide transit 
commitee headed by Neil Petree which has been working. on the 
problem for the past several months.

UNION PACIFIC PLANS MORE HIGHSPEED STOCK CARS 

The Union Pacific Railroad has announced that they will 
spend an additional $771,500 to equip livestock cars with 
roller bearings for use on highspeed freights. The expend- 
iture will provide for another 500 cars. - MCA 
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
